The Use of Sunflowers 

“There is tio better. place’ than West 
orn Canada for ‘the production" of suti- 
flowers. [n the ‘past our farmers have 
been in the habit of regarding ,them 
as weeds, Indeed they will grow ae 
weeds if ‘left to’ themselves, and the! 
-stalks sometimes obtain great dimen- 
sions. In Montana, however, sunflow- 
4ts.are now being cultivated for fodder, 
and are particularly valuable for en- 
silage. Sunflower dnailage is a mag- 
nificent fattening crop for cattle in 
general and a splendid milk producer 
for dairy cattle in particular. If pro- 
perly cultivated it will give a far bet- 
ter return to the acre than even alfalfa 
grown under the best conditions. Sun- 
flowers are an exceedingly hardy crop 
and flourish very well under dry _COop- 
ditions. Plenty of moisture, of course, 
causes them to grow larger but a good 
crop can -be expected even during the 
driest season. In Montana a certain 
variety of sunflower has been known 
to produce &s high as forty tons of 
fodder. té the acre.

Bacoh Hogs 

There is a very strong Yecling 
amongst hog farmers in certain. por- 
tions of Canada in favor of the York- 
shire breed. For séme time they have; 
been gradually getting a foothold iin! 
Canada and the lowa feeders are said 
to be taking kindly te them. They are 
not of the lard type of hog which has 
been so prolifically raised in the corn 
belt of the middle western States. They 
are lean sided animals and eésentially 
of a bacon type. Owing to the in- 
creased ‘production of vegetable oils it 
does not seem likely that there will be 
in future the same demand for animal 
fats as in the past and as a conse- 
quence bacon porkexs are coming into 
their own.

It ie very common in this Western country to hear the ex- 
pression, ‘‘Oh, $0-4nd-so isa crook,”’ and it is heard so often that 
we are moved “orthis occasion to make a few. remarks on, the 
subject of crooks in general and the variety of ther which infest 
Western Canada in particular. 

Speaking roughly, crooks are divided into two classes— 
those who deliberately violate the law and take a chance of in- 
curring its penalities, and those who, whilst violating the ethics 
of business and hénor; still rhanage to keep within the law. 

. The person of the first class is not particularly dang@rous. 
There is a penalty prescribed for him—he knows it— and he 
takes a chance with his eyes open’ it is the duty of all law abiding 
citizens to see that he gets his just deserts. » 

The other is-much more dangerous and insidious, To be 
_a crook of the second variety is not a difficult thing,, particularly 

. when you are dealing in your daily business with men of honor 
and integrity. They regard you as one of themselves and do 
not trouble to seek protection. If you have any business standing 
at all it is the easiest thing in the wrorla to get away: with a crooked 
scheme. ° 

‘A crook who itisiicuerades under the guise ms a vemeiaible 
business man is one of the meanest and most selfish things on 
the-face of the earth; and strange to relate people of this kidney ‘ 
often manage to obtain a reputation’ for business acumen and, 
common sense. They bring their warped intellects to bear in 

_ devising pitfalls for the unwary;-and they trade.on the other 
man’s word which they know will be kept, although they will 
break their's if they see personal advahtage in it. They lead 
you on by spacious, promises until they ‘have’ your. confidence 
and then they, pick the flesh*from your bones. 

‘There are far more people ‘of this nature-engaged in binsiotes : 
in Western Canada than any one dreams ‘of. They will do you: 

_ up for fifty cents or a hundred thousand dollars with equal cal- 
lousness, and then dismiss the incident with a cynical’ remark that 
business i is business and every man must look out for himself. 

Tei is “quite. rus that there is not a great deal of sentiment in 
business—not nearly so much as there should be—bit neverthe- 
less there-arg business ethics ‘that should be as inviolate as the 
laws of the Medes and Persians.” : 

The only way to get rid of this ¢rookedness in business is 
‘to have it severely frowned upon by reputable people and any 
man who violates his word in businéss transactions should be 
left severely alone in the fature. The rapid’ growth and develop-

THE. SCOURGE OF THE PRAIRIE 


In the old days of the buffalo, 
there were two varieties of wolves 
which infested the prairie. There 
was, of course, the first and most 
numerous, the coyote. They were 
everywhere on the plains.. Al- 
though unquestionably of the 
wolf tribe, they were not killers, 
but rather scavengers. They hunt- 
ed rabbits and mice and other 
small things, and had there been 
hen roosts in the country, they 
would doubtless have plundered 
them, but as a general rule they 
contented themselves with prey- 
ing on small, inoffensive animale 
and picking up what carrion they 
could get. They were known to 
the Indians and halfbreeds as To- 
gonies, a name which with the 
coming of civilization has fallen 


a disuse. 
Big Wolves 


The other variety was what 
was known to. the hunters as 


the buffalo wolf. This was a|deep-throated howl of the wolf 


strong and dangerous customer 
with a typical wolf appearance, 
and was endowed with wonderful 
cunning. This animal was larger 
and more heavly built than the 
timber wolf common to the wood- 
ed country in the early days. It 
did not possess the pointed snout 
and rather graceful appearance’ of 
the timber wolf*and was alto- 
gether of much more. massive 
build. ; 
There is little doubt that these 
wolves were of the same breed as 
timber wolves, but from liv- 
g on the plains, travelling long 


_ dista¥ices, and finding plenty of 


animal food, they ¢hanged some 
of the characteristics of their orig- 
inal stock, 

In the buffalo days they were 
fairly numerous and some of them 
could always be seen hanging 
around the outskirts of a herd to 
pick up stragglers and attack 
any ariimals that might have been 
mired in a river crossing or other- 
wise incapacitated. If there 
were no weaklings to be had, they 
did. not hesitate to + attack — full 
grown buffaloes, and usually suc- 
ceeded: in making their kill. 

A Disappearance 

With the disappearance of the 
buffalo these wolves apparently 
for a time abandoned Western 


Canada altogether. There was 
not ene to be found betweén the 


- Assiniboine River and the new

THE ADVANTAGES OF BELONGING 
TO THIS REMA 
. ASSOCIATION, 


"Returned soldiers who have not join- 
ed the Great War Veterans’ Associa- 
tion have been heard to remark: “What 
has the Association éver been able to 
accomplish. for returned men?” There 
are scores of answers to that ques- 
tion. One of the first that comes to 
mind js the free medical treatment pro- 
vided for soldiers for a period of ope 
year after discharge no matter what is 
the nature of the ailment. 


The agitation for such medical treat- 
ment which has proved an inestimable 


j boon to returned men, first started in 


the Saskatoon branch of the G.W.V.A. 
in October, 1918. It was taken up by 
other locale in the province, later by 
the provincial command and was fin- 
ally granted by the federal govern- 
ment. 


The above is only one of a iong list, 
Others are secondary education for 
hildren of deceased or seriously dis- 
abled soldiers, a measure provided for 
by the Saskatchewan government, voca- 
tional training for men who enlisted 
under the age of eighteen, loans for 
men on completion of their vocational 
training, Maany amendments to the 
Soldier Settlement Act. All these orig- 
inated with the Great War Veterans 
Association and through the Associa- 
tion were brought before the consti- 
tuted authorities able to place them in- 
to effect. They were carried to a suc- 
cessful issue with a comparatively 
small membership. The object of the 
present campaign for members is solely 
to give greater power in obtaining fur- 
ther advantages for soldiers and their 


dependents.

If that hap- 
pened we might have to establish 
libraries, hospitals, theatres and

“The foundation of competition 
should be the same. ‘The legislative 
contro! of Parliament, the regulatory 
contro) of the Dominion Railway 
Commission should be the same in 


companies and 
withheld it in certain particulars 
from the jurisdiction’ a{ the Board 
of Railway Commissioners, but I am 
hopeful that in time this will be 
remedied. See accounting methods 
and financ returns of all com- 
Proms likewise be absolutely 
identical. Given these essential pre- 
mises and the National lailways the 
independent administration which 
their officers desire and you will see 
railways competing in this country 
under conditions which will stimu- 
late their efforts and redound to the 
advantage of all those who do busl- 
neas with them. Whether these con- 
ditions will prevail, I cannot say, be- 
cause the almost irresistible inclina- 
tion of those who supply the money 
is to demand a voice in its expendl- 
ture and in the management of the 
institutions for the financing of 
which they are responsibie. 


MORE REVENUP NEEDED. 


“I do not pretend to speak for the 
National Railways, but no-doubt, as 
in the case of the C.P.R., large sums 
of money are required to complete 
work that has been heretofore im- 
possible to undertake and to extend 
facilities to meet the rapidly increas- 
ing needs of the couatry. Neither of 
us can stand still; we must progress 
if we are to receive our fair share 
of the country’s prosperity. In or- 
der to do this we must have money, 
and meney can be obtained only in 
two ways, by stock or bond issues, 
or by revenue. Operating increases 
cannot be taken care of by the form- 
er. The extraordinary recent costs 
of maintenance and operation can be 
met only in one way and that is by 
increased revenue to the companies, 
and im this we need the sympathetic 
support of the people who demand a 
high standard of railway operation 
and railway service which can be 
secured ouly, in view of the prevail- 
ing high prices, by paying a trans- 
portation charge at least equal to 
the increased cost of operating. You 
are all aware that in 1918 railway 
wages were increased in Canada by 
an amount aggregating $77,000,000, 
an amount greater than the interest 
on the whole of the war debt of Can- 
ada; the rates. were at the same time 
increased and they brought in $43,- 


jonal! 000,000 additional revenue to the com- 


panies; jn other words, the increase 
in rates failed to equal the increase 
enormous sum of 


increasing costs. While rates will 
have to be again increased, they 
cannot be Increased indefinitely and 
our great struggle from now on will 
be to reduce costs in order that in 
time rates themselves may be lower- 
ed. There are only two ways of re- 
ducing railway rates, and one is by 
large increase in the volume of traf- 
fic and the other is by decreased cost 
in the carrying of traffic. No ordin- 
ary increase im buginess will be suf- 
ficient to take care of the extraordin- 
ary increases in the cost of labor 
and material which the railway com- 
panies have experienced in recent

A NORSEMAN 


Olaf Olafson, of the Saskatchewan Stock Growers’ Asso- 
ciation, is a stockman who has made good in Western Canada. 
He is of the ‘purest Norse blood and in his operations in this 
country has brought to bear these splendid qualities~of persis- 
tence, courage and enterprise which has always distinguished 
his race. 

The Norse people, particularly those who came from Ice- 
land, have been amongst the best settlers who have ever come 
to Canada. They are thrifty and they are enterprising, and 
usually possessed of excellent constitution, and physique. There 
is probably no place in the world where education is more gen- 
erally diffused than Iceland. In addition to being well educated 
in all sorts of general subjects, the people are steeped in the 
encient traditions of their country. Some of the splendid old 
heroic Sagas which were sung by; the viking bards more than’ 
4 thousand years ago are still: preserved. 


At a banquet recently held in Regina of the Stock’ GoiNors’ | 
Association, Mr. Olafson made a witty and effective speech. He 
stated that the continent of America had been discovered by the 
vikings of Iceland hundreds of years before Christopher Colum- 
bus, in his unwieldy ships, rounded Cape Finnesterre and sought 
Asia across the Western ocean. 

Mr. , Olafson’s contention is perfectly true. Columbus as 
‘an sautohas or a daring seamon was not for one moment to be _ 
compared with Lief Erickson, who in his dragon ship; the “Red 
Eric,” adventured west through dark and stormy waters ‘and 
landed on the coast of America. 

The “Red Eric’ hailed from Iceland and was ‘oiliaba 


.by as brave a crew of sailors as ever went to sea. 


These Norsemen touched at Newfoundland which they 
named Markland, which meant in their language Wood Country. 
They afterwards established settlements on a portion of the 
American coast which they called Vinland on account of the 
wild grapes they found growing there. Some people are of the 
impression that they landed on the coast of Nova Scotia, and 
others again think that the Norse settlement must have been in 
the vicinity of what is now the State of Maryland, in the United 
States.

ISAAC COWIE 
Western Chronicler 


Isaac Cowie, who died in Winnipeg about ane years ago, 
did a great service to the people of this country. He wrote a 
book called “The Company of Adventurers,” which detailed, 
in its intimate phases, life on the plains of Saskatchewan, in the 
years immediately preceding the arrival of the first settlers and 
the railway. This book does not contain any literary gems. Its 
style leaves much to be desired, but it tells in an easy, conversa- 
tional way of the adventures of the inmates of the Hudson Bay 
Post at Fort Qu’Appelle, and the manner in which business was 
carried on upon the Plains. Many instances of life in those 
early days are given in an entertaining manner and it also con- | 
tains accounts of the Indian tribes and Metis families.

While the Great War Veterans’ Association was casting 
around for officers for the provincial command, Scotchmen ap- 
peared to be the ones to catch the votes.

Secretary Cam- 
eron. The assistant secretary, T. S. H. Lobis, was born in On- 
tario, but he made up for the oversight by serving in a Highland 
regiment.

M. A. MacPherson, the vice-president, was born away 
down in Cape Breton, Nova Scotia. Like many Scotchmen in 
that country he studied law at Dalhousie University, Halifax, 
and then drifted west. He made the wise move westerly in 1913 
and practised in Swift Current. He interrupted that pursuit to 
take an active part in the unpleasantness. with Germany lately , 
settled to the entire satisfaction of the British Empire and her 
Allies. He enlisted with the 128th Battalion and served in 
France with the 10th, One of those accidents so painfully fre- 
quent in battle put him out of action at Arleux in April, 1917— 
something fired by a German hit him hard. As a result he was 
invalided to Canada in October of the same year and some 
months later was able to resume the even tenor of his way.

MURDER OF WIFE

A DRAMATIC AND AFFECTING SCENE IN THE CELL OF 
' THE CONDEMNED. 


John Wilson, a former mbunted policeman, who was re- 
» cently convicted of the murder of his wife and sentenced to 
death, has confessed to the crime. ' 


Wilson, when he came to Canada, had a wife and children 
whom he left in Scotland behind him. He was apparently a 
capable man and he secured employment as a special constable 
of the Royal North West Mounted Police. During his residence 
in the northwest he became enamored of ‘a girl of the northern 
country named Jessie Patterson. He appears to have been gen- 
uinely in love with her and in addressing her he posed as a 
single man, 


Apparently, quite unexpectedly, his real wife arrived in 
Regina from Scotland, and the couple stayed together. 
After a while his duties called him to the north where one day 
his wife joined him, He immediately drove her to the country 
ona goose shooting expedition, and according to his own con- 
fession he shot and killed her. He buried her body under a 
bridge and set fire to his car to destroy traces of the murder 
and the following day married Jessie Patterson. For some 
time all went well but relatives -in Scotland began to 
inquire about his first wife and fearing detection he attempted 
suicide, He was arrested and his conviction followed in due 
course. 


A few days ago there was a dramatic scene within the walls 
of the condemned cell at Prince Albert. The poor girl he had 
married after the murder apparently refused to believe in his 
guilt and his every action appeared governed by his infatuation 
for her. As the time of his execution approached remorse ap- 
peared to overwhelm him and he sent for his wife and in her 
presence he made a halting confession of the murder to officials 
who were present. 


Up till that time his wife appears to have believed that he 
accidently killed his first wife, but when he admitted that the 
murder was intentional, she arose from beside him and started 
to leave the cell. He turned to her and said, “Are you going 
to leave me like that, Jessie; won't you kiss me?'’ But she made 
no reply and left the precincts of the prison. : 


, Arrangements had been made for her to again visit the 
condemned man but up to a few days ago she had not done so. 


A child was recently born to this miserable couple.

OVER-REACHING 


The very severe discrimination whish has been made’in the 


- United States against foreign money is apparently having an 


adverse effect upon American trade. 

It is. natural that people will avoid buying at places where 
their money is at a discount. Great Britain has already an 
nounced that her oWh ‘Irnperial resources are mifficient for her 
self, and is seeking to do no more financing invthe United States, 

Furthermore, American exports to Eurdpe are seriously fal- 
ting off... Many ‘steamships are now being compelled to leave 
New York with their holds only partially filed, and the statement 
was recently made that the export trade of the, American meat 

packers, the largest single industry in the United, States, has prac- 
tically ceased a a result of the foreign. trade situation. 


Great Britain at present has seven months’ meat supply 
available and other European countries will not buy on account 
of the ruinous rates of nioney discount. 

It appears, therefore, as if Great Britain were rapidly ‘re- 
gaining the sotind financial position she held before the war, and 
will soon be in a state to ignore the piratical attacks which have 
been made upon her exchange by the money magnates of Wall 
and Broad Streets in-the city of New York.
